The firat point which cannot fail to 
attract the attention of any one ucquainted 
with the law relating to the crima of piracy 
da the absence of the worda “on the high 
cous,” I presnme tho ominsion was inten: 
tional to raise the question now before ‘he 
Court. Piracy ia defined to be the com- 
mitting. those acts of rubbury and depre- 
dation upon the gigh seas, which if com- 
mitted on land wuld have amounted to 
felony there, 1 Hawkins’ Pleas of tho 
Crown, 100. Therefore it would yenerally 
he consider: d necessary to allege that the 
offence was oommittad on the “ bivh seas” 
to givo the Admiralty Vourt Jurisdiction 
to try the offence, 

The next thing to be observod is that the 
{oformation contains an allegation that tho 
offence waa committed within the jurisdiction 
of the Adrmiralty and to the peace of the

The Jury having found a8 a fact ia the | 
special verdict that the junk was lying in aj 
bay, the Court of Appeal is precluded from 
cnquiriog whether Pak Sha Wan fa a bay iu 
the proper sense of the word. Dr J sbnson 
defines a " bay’ to be an opening in the 
laud where tho water is shut io on all 
sides, excopt at the ontranos.

It 
appeus nol to have entered his mind 
that he could render his muster assistance, 
for he immediately drove off to inform 
Madame deo Garay of the occurrence, who 
iumediately returned with him to the 
place. {nu the meantime some of the 
ofticers and crew of the Dona Maria de 
Molina led arrived and were making 
offorty by wesus of drags to recover tho 
body, but up to a late hour last night 
they had been unsuccessful, Senor de 
Garay had been in Shanghai six years,

SEVERE GALE AT YOKOHAMA. 


FURTHER DETAILS, 

We now give from the Gaztte, in 
ccntinnation of the general deseription of 
the gale which we have already repro- 
duced from the issue of that paper of 
the 4th instant, these farther details :— 


Tt would appear from accounts which 
have reached us from various sources, 
including our native contemporaries, 
that the gale experienced here on Sun- 
day night really assumed the porpor- 
tions ofa typhoon in ‘Tokio, as the loss 
of life and property in the metropolis 
has been terrible. © Even the window 
franies of the engineering college, which 
is one of the most substantial buildings 
to be fonnd in Tokio, were blown in. 
seven tndred and forty-two native 
Vuiltings, ineluding barracks, maga- 
zines, storehouses and offices belonging 
to the Government, were completely 
annihilated. 'I'wenty-six persons were 
killed aud eighty-five severely wounded, 
and it seems probanle that all casualties 
have not yat heen reported.

‘The gale of Sunday night does not 
uppear to have caused serious damage 
to growing crops, & matter for con- 
gratulation. 

At Miyanoshita the rain fell in 
torrents from seven p.m. to midnight, 
when it abated somewhat The direcs 
tion of the first part of the gale appeared 
to be from E.S.E., blowing in violent 
gusts which reached their maximum 
intensity at 12:40 a.m. on the 4th, an

anorvid barometer then recording 26,85 
equal to about 28,20 at sea level. At. 
12.62 the wind fell and an absolute calm 
without any rain intervened, lasting 
until 1.20, when the wind changed ta 
N.W. and blew in tremendous squalls 
until about 2 a.m. when the barometer 
rose and the gale abated. During the 
lull the needle of an exceedingly sensi- 
tive aneroid barometer was’ visibly 
tremulous, but its reading at its lowest 
point remained steady (26,85) from 
nis to 1.50 a.m. when the change took 
ace. 

The rivers, as usual, were much 
swollen, and all the bridges have been 
earried away. The Odawara river which 
was crossed on plank bridges at 3 p.m. 
on Sunday had widened intp two exten- 
sive and apie streams impassable on 
Monday, and over which travellers had 
to be ferried in boats yesterday. The 
substantial looking bridge over the 
Banri-gawa is in ruina, resembling, on & 
small scale, the Tay bridge. ‘This river 
also, must now be orossed in . boats, 
Along the Toknido, several large and 
ancient trees succumbed to the: pressure 
of tho wind, breaking off, neatly all in 
the same pee about twenty feet from 
the ground, ‘Che growing crops. show 
little signs of. the storm, and if on 
opinion can be formed of the condition 
of the inland districts by comparison 


aouth-east end of Tokaro Sima bore 
north distant 4 miles; wind N.E, with a 
very heavy swell from the eastward. 
October Ist, wind steady from NE. with 
steady barometer until midnight, when 
the wind commenced to haul to the 
eastward, and the barometer to fall, sea 
very high and confused, ship standing 
to eastward to get seatoom, As soon as 
possible brought ship up on starboard 
tack, engines going at 9 speed to keep 
ship’s head to sea, ship in-the starboard 
semicircle of a typhoon, that was moving 
to the IN.W. and not far from axis line; 
from noon October 1st to noon Oct. 2nd, 
wind had shifted from N,E. to &. 8. E. 
and remuined steady-; at 1 a.m. on the 
Qnd,"the barometer commenced to fall 
rapidly, and fell from 29.04 until 10 
aut, when it showed 28.16, wind blow- 
ing with hurricane force, gud heavy 


with that of tho lowlands bordering the 
sea and exposed to the south-east, tha 
loss suffered by farmera ia a mora trifle, 
A correspondent from Kobe informs ua 
that that place was visited by a terrible 
gale on the night of:the Srd, which did 
an immense amount of damage, Tha 
boat-house'and gymnasium were blown 
down, and the fitting shop of Messra 
Kirby & Co.'s engine works canted so 
badly as to throw ‘tho shafting ont of 
lino altagether. Ohno suffered consider. 
ably. ‘Tlie. roofs of the station, shops 
and paper mill were blown off, and other 
damage toa numerous to particlarize was 
done by the gale. 3 
The rainfall sin Tokio on Sunday 
night, between the hours of twelve and 
three, is reported by the native press to 
have been 4.096 inclies, or 1.860 in, per
